“First, there was demanded 
of me the payment of personal 
income tax on the fair rental

for what ever use was made 
of my own newspaper in the 
campaign, whether or not any | 
political advertising which was 
done was paid by my friends | 
and supporters in that area. 

“This would be the same as 
charging personal income tax 
to an attorney who is defending 
himself in court, or charging 
a doctor personal income tax 
for the value of his treatment 
of himself or his family.” 

Auto Charged to Him. 

Still another item charged 
against the Governor was that 
of a Mercury automobile pres- 
ent to him and Mrs. Faubus in 
1954. He said it was purchased 
with funds voluntarily contrib- 
uted by his friends, in amounts | 
not exceeding $25, and publicly | 
presented. He pointed out that | 
this was a common practice. 

Upon being informed of the 
charges in connection with the 
mansion, its. staff and main- 
tenance funds, Gov. 
said he sent telegrams to the 
Governors of the other 47 
states. Not one of the many 
who.replied, he said, had been 
held liable for income tax on 
these items. 

Referring to the gift of the 
automobile, he said that if it 
was taxable to him, the numer- 
ous gift tractors, pure bred 
hogs and cattle and other

Magistrates May Act. 


Four deputy constables who 
were indjcted yesterday by the 
circuit court grand jury will 
be suspended by th. magis- 
trates next week if the consta- 
bles under whom the deputies 
serve do not take such action, 
Chief Magistrate Joseph H. 
Collins said today. 

John L. Higgins, a constable, 
and the four deputies were 
charged in 12 indictments with 
exacting illegal feés. * 


Magistrate Collins said the 
court would not dismiss any of 
the deputy constables pending 
outcome of their trials. He 
said that the magistrates have 
no, power to act against Hig- 
gins, because he is an elected 
official. 


Higgins notified employes in 
his office today that be did ‘not 
expect to be at work several 
days. Employes said he is ill. 
He could not be found by @ Tre- 


Misdemeanor Charged. 


The indictments were re- 
turned in the court of Circuit 
Judge Franklin E. Reagan. The 
violation is a misdemeanor 
punishable on conviction by a 
maximum of one year in jail 
and a $500 fine. 

Higgins, 56 years old lives at 
3518 Palm street. Deputy con- 
stables indicted were fisted as: 
Leroy Rodgers, 50, of 4121 Del- 
mar boulevard: Edward McDon- 
ald, 63, of 4265 Red Bud ave- 
nue; Jene LaValle, 55, of 3325 
Lucas avenue, and James A.

The grand jury recommend- 
ed that two.other deputy con- 
stables and a court clerk be 
fired, but no indictments were 


returned against them. Hig- 
gins would automatically lose 
is office if tén , the jury 


pointed out. 
Jury’s Recommendation. 


“If the deputy constables are 
not discharged, then the magis- 
trate court en bane” should 
commence proceedings for their 
removal under Missouri law, 
the jury recommended in its | 
interim report. 

“Deputy Constables Samuel | 
Goldston and James D. Mobley, | 
although not indicted, never- 
theless should be discharged,” | 
the report said. “The cumula- | 
tive evidence against these two | 
deputies was such as to indi- 
cate they should no longer re-| 
main in public office.” 

The jury also recommended 
that “Edgar Foster be dismissed 
from his position as a clerk 
in the magistrate court. Foster 
has been optrating as a deputy; 
constable, serving summonses 
etc. However, he has never 
been appointed a deputy con- 
stable. Since by law each con- 
stable is limited to two depu- 
ties, Foster could not be a 
deputy constable, as there were | 
already two other legally ap- 
pointed deputies in .that dis-| 
trict.” 

Growth of Practice. ° 

“Over the years a practice 
has grown whereby a given 
creditor ean insure that every 
effort will be made to serve 
his summonses if he is will- 
ing to pay a constable or dep- 
uty $2 per summons,” the re- | 
port said. 

“This practice had expanded 
to such a point that it was ex- 
tremely difficult for a litigant 
to get a summons sérved gn his 
behalf unless and until he 

agreed to pay the $2 gratuity. 
Further, some deputy consta- 
bles were so busy handling the 
summonses of a few large cor- 
porate clients that they de- 
voted little time to the serving 
of summonses for other liti- 
gants.” - 

The jury said that “not all 
constables or deputy constables 
were so engaged in this system- 
atic operation. On the contrary, 
the overwhelming thrust of the 
evidence heard indicates that 
such activities were engaged in 
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tinue this practice. Further, 
they verbally agreed to order 
their deputies to discontinue 
this practice. 

“Finally, a notice was posted 
which stated that the practice 
was to cease immediately. De- 
spite the warnings, despite the 
signing of the document, de- 
spite the fact that the individ- 
uals involved knew they were 
violating the law, one constable 
and six deputy constables con- 
tinued their practices of re- 
ceiving $2 gratuities for the 
service of summonses.” 

“Numerous lawy and cor- 
porate officials have actively 
supported this practice and in 
some instances encouraged it,” 
the -grand. jury report said. 
“Granted such lawyers and of- 
ficials do not violate the law in 
so doing. However, they in- 
ducé others to violate the law. 
This grand jury severely criti- 
cizes these lawyers and cor- 
porate officials for so doing.” 

A recommendation was made 
by the jury that the magistrate 
court en banc and the con- 
stables as a group adopt “a 
firm policy of having the con- 
stable and his two deputies re- 
main in the district to which 
they were assigned and serve 
all of the summonses within 
that district.” 

State Statute Cited. 

Cireuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton said the constable and 
four deputy constables were in- 
dicted under a state statute 
prohibiting any officer to 
“exact or d or receive 
any fee or reward to execute 
or do his duty.” The alleged 
offenses occurred from October 
ae to August 1958, Eagleton 
said.

Washington's first Chief Jus- 
tice, John Jay, resigned because 
there was nothing to do. 

But with the rout of the Fed- 
eralist party by Thomas Jeffer- 
son in 1800 things soon began 
to pop on the judicial front. 

John Marshall was Chief Jus- 
tice by appointment of the out- 
going Federalist President, 
John Adams, and not in the 
least popular with the incom- 
ing Jeffersonians. 

(Marshall incidentally took 
the oath as Chief Justice while 
still serving as Adam’s Secre- 
tary of State. Imagine John 
Foster Dulles taking over as’ 
presiding officer of the Su- 
preme Court without first giv- 
ing up his high-ranking Cabi- 
net post!) 

Attack on Marshall Court. 

The Jefferson Administration 
moved almost immediately to 
repeal a law _4hat had created 
judgeships to which Federalists 
had been appointed near the 
end of the Adams term, It 
tried also to unseat a Federalist 
Supreme Court Justice, Samuel 
Chase. The Jeffersonian Con- 
gress even voted to abolish an | 
entire term of the Supreme 
Court in an effort to keep Chief 
Justice Marshall’s hands off 
Jefferson's legislative program. 

This was the electric setting 
for Federalist Marshall's first 
famous decision, Marbury vs. 
Madison, in 1803 in which he 
upheld the right of a “minor 
Federalist judicial officer to 
his post. But Marshall, states- 
man-politician enough not to 
#ush his stand too far, did not 
attempt to enforce the Supreme 
Court order. Thus he sought to | 
protect the prestige of the new 
bench in its first serious con- 
troversy. . 

Later in the administration | 
of President Andrew Jackson, 
Marshall’s judicial leadership 
came under heavy fire in a case 
over the Indians in Georgia. 
After the Supreme Court 
handed down its decision the 
belligerent Tennessean in the 
White House, who disagreed 
with the ruling, is supposed to 
have said: “John Marshall has 
made his decision, now let him 
enforce it.” 

Dispaired for Constitution. 

By 1832 the controversies 
had grown so numerous ‘and 
so intense that Chief Justice 
Marshall despaired to the fu- 
ture. He wrote to his friend 
Justice Joseph Story: “I yield 
slowly and reluctantly to the 
conviction that our Constitution 
cannot last. The Union has 
been prolonged thus far by mir- 
acles. I fear they cafinot con- 
tinue.” 

But continue they have and 
through periods of hostility far 
worse than those that Marshall 
had experienced. Just over a 
century ago in the chief jus- 
ticeship of Roger Brooke Taney 
came the historic case of the 
St. Louis slave, Dred Scott, 
tried first in a state proceeding 
in the Old Courthouse on the 
riverfront. 

Taney was’ a Jacksonian 
Democrat from Maryland ~who 
tried to hold the line for the 
South on the slavery issue. The 
part of the decision which said 
that Congress could.not ex- 
clude slavery from the \terri- 
tories provoked unprecedented 
bitterness in the North. One 
comment was that the Taney 
opinion was no more entitled 
to respect than a view that 
would “emanate from any bar- 


room. 

Curiously the situation is al- 
most directly reversed today. 
The cause of most of the hos- 
tility in the 1954 public school 
desegregation decision, read by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren for 
a unanimous court, and now 
denounced in the South as a 


vorable decision. Evidence, 
however, indicates that Grant 
did not consult his appointees 
on the digputed point.

First the Supreme Court split 
4-to-4 on a vital part of the 
early income tax law and a re- 
hearing was ordered to allow 
the ailing Justice Howell E. 
Jackson to participate. When 
Justice Jackson returned to the 
bench, he voted to uphold the 
tax, but it was declared uncon- 
stitutional, 5 to 4, anyway. 
Some one of the eight had 
changed sides and since in 4- 
to-4 splits lineups are not an- 
nounced the historians are still 
trying to decide who it was. 
Roosevelt Packing Bill. 


Twenty years ago the coun- 
try was settling down after the 
long battle in the second Roose- 
velt term over the so-called 
Supreme Court packing bill. In 
that bitter battle Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justices Willis 
Van .Devanter and Louis D. 
Brandeis went to Congress to 
testify against the Roosevelt 
proposal to enlarge the court 
(and thus to get around anti- 
New Deal law decisions). In 
the eng the.bill failed, but with 
the appointment of Justice Hu- 
go L. Blaek to the first vacan- 
cy, the logjam was broken and 
the shaping of the present: Su- 
preme Court was begun. 

These controversies have been 
accompanied by deep rents 
among the justices. Taney tried 
to keep the leading anti-slavery 
justice, Benjamin R. Curtis of 
Massachusetts, from seeing the 
Dred Scott case opinions of his 
colleagues, thus to hinder, the 
Curtis dissent.. Out of that an- 
gry battle came nine separate 
opinions. 

The late Chief Justice Stone, 
who often dissented in behalf 
of New Deal laws, described 
the 1935-36 term as “one of 
the most disastrous in history.” 
Surveying the decisions handed 
down on the last day of a term, 
the late Justice Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge, onetime Washington Uni- 
versity law dean, described the 
output as “a deluge of disas- 
ter.” Justices Black and Wil- 
liam O. Douglas have often crit- 
icized sharply majority opinions 
with which they did not agree. 

When the Supreme Court 
killed the white primary law of 
Texas in 1944, the late Justice 
Owen J. Roberts protested that 
in overruling a decision of nine 
years earlier the Supreme Court 
tended to bring its adjudica- 
tion “in the same class as a 
restricted railroad ticket, good 
for this day and train only,” 

It is inevitable that in the 
give and take of representative 
government, the Supreme Court 
should become involved in con- 
troversy. Perhaps it is just as 
inevitable that at times criti- 
cism will sharpen into outright 
hostility. Be that as it may, the 
Supreme Court has survived a 
lot of both in its long life.

This 
means, beyond question, that 
the next national Democrat 
Administration and any future 
Democrat-controlled Congress | 
would be far to the left of the 
New and Fair Deals.” 

This will be news to Speaker 
Sam Rayburn and the Demo- 
cratic majority leader of the 
Senate, Lyndon B. Johnson, 
both of Texas. They have been 
trying to hold together a mod- 
erate coalition of Democrats 
and Republicans in the last 
two sessions of Congress. They 
have been getting profuse 
thanks in private meetings and 
hone.calls from the Presi- 
for their efforts. It takes 
little imagination to guess what 

reaction will be if this is 
to be the theme of the Repub- 
lican campaign. 

“Either we Americans dedi- 
cate ourselves to strengthening 
and preserving private enter- 
prise,” the G.O.P. statement 
said yesterday, “using the only 
dependable political instru- 
ment available—the Republi- 
can party—or we are certain to 
g0 down the left lane which 
leads inescapably to socialism.” 

ike Truman’s Charge. 

This is the Repullican equiv- 
alent of former President Harry 
S. Truman’s slap-dash charge 
that the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration “deliberately planned to 
bring this recession about.” It 
is familiar campaign rhetoric, 
and the over-statements of one 
side may in the end cancel out 
the over-statements on the 
other. 

In the field of foreign policy, 
however, a more serious situa- 
tion is developing, for the Ad- 
ministration is assuming that 
the criticism of its Quemoy- 
Matsu policy is partisan in ori- 
gin. It is condemning its crit- 
ics for rocking the boat, jeop- 
ardizing the security of the na- 
tion and following the Commu- 
nist arguments on Quemoy. 
This could have serious conse- 
quences for those who have re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of 
foreign policy. 

There is undoubtedly a polit- 
ical motive in some of the Dem- 
ocratic attacks on the Admin- 
istration’s Far Eastern policy. 
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Most of the Democratic leaders 
feel that ne sentiment of the 
voters is opposed to the Ad- 
ministration’s “adventure so 


close to the mainland of China, 


and they get so few chances 
to combine good politics with 
what they regard as sound pol- 
icies, that they are undoubted- 
ly exploiting the anti-Quemoy 
sentiment for political reasons. 
Anybody who has 
seriously to these men, how- 
ever, is bound to be impressed 
with the difference in their talk 
about Quemoy and the usual 
campaign oratory of election 
years. Most of them are pro- 
foundly and sincerely disturbed 
by the dangers of war in that 
area. They are deluged with 
mail about it, and they are en- 
gaged in a genuine effort, 
which seems to be succeeding, 
to force a more moderate line 
on the Administration. 


The recent activity of the 
chairman of. the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, Sen- 
ator Theodore Francis Green, 
Democrat of Rhode Island, is a 
case in point. Senator Green 
is over 90. To put it mildly,

But surely it is not enough for our gov- 
ernment simply tp stand by waiting for the 
temporary cease-fire to become permanent: 
The period of the cease-fire should be ac- 
tively used to set in motion a permanent 


change in the Formosa Strait situation. This . 


can mean only one thing in the end—some 
arrangement by w Chiang substantially 
reduces the garrison which he foolishly built 
up on the coastal islands, and ultimately aban- 
dons them altogether. He has no right to oc- 
cupy those islands and our government has 
no right to risk war in that cause. 


President Eisenhower, in his rather stiff 
and ungracious reply to Senator Green's 
criticism of our Quemoy policy, correctly 
stated that it is legally up to him to decide 
whether Quemoy is regarded as essential to 
the defense of Formosa. But that does not 
give him the privilege of making the_decision 
capriciously or without full rational justifica- 
tion. 

The truth is it would be extremely difficult 
now or.in any circumstances to advance per- 
suasive reasons for regarding the coastal 
islands as essential to the defense of For- 
mosa. Mr. Eisenhower, in fact, has given up 
advancing any such reasons now; all he says 
is that there might be such reasons at some 
indeterminate future time. But if Quemoy is 
not an indispensable bastion today, it is un- 
likely to become one. Certainly it should not 
be held merely on a remote chance that it 
might be useful in some undefined circum: 
stances. 

So we hope that the President’s reply to 
Senator Green does not indicate @ grim deter- 
mination to hang on to the Quemoy policy, 
which both Mr. Dulles and the President 
lately have hinted might be changed. The 
period of the cease-fire should be used to 
make clear that these intimations of a 
changed policy have substance behind them. 


Though there are limits to what can be 
done overnight, nevertheless wise diplomacy 
could find ways to let Peiping and the whole 
world know that from now on Chiang is going 
to be pushed to get out of the coastal islands 
instead of being permitted to build up their 
military power. Wise diplomacy could also 
open the door to ultimate settlement of all 
the issues outstanding between Peiping and 
our government.

Little Reck Restrained 

The three-judge United States Court of 
Appeals decision that the temporary restrain- 
ing order in Little Rock will remain effective 
until Oct. 15, pending a hearing on the 
merits, could not have been altogether unfore- 
seen. Any other decision would have opened 
the way for a fait accompli in the leasing of 
the four closed high schools to a fake “pri- 
vate” corporation. Evasion of the United 
States Supreme Court’s desegregation order 
would then have been institutionalized and en- 
trenched, sq much so that it would have be- 
come infinitely more difficult to bring the 
Little Rock school system into eventual com- 
pliance with the law of the land. 


What the hearings on the merits, schedyled 
for Oct. 15, will show, dag hardly be any 
greater secret to anyone, The private school 
leasing scheme is only one of many patent 
evasions of which the Supreme Court has 
said collectively that they will not be coun- 
tenanced. Gov. Faubus and the segregation- 
ists for whom he speaks in Arkansas are only

The Revolt Against Noise 


In Russia and Austria some impressive 
measures are being taken to get rid of noise. 


The Austrians are concerned because the din 


of motorboats, outboard motors and motor- 
cycles is damaging the attractiveness of their 
tourist resorts, to which peaple come to get 
away from the noise and smell of cities. Rus- 
sians are even more exercised over the noise 
nuisance, since a blaring loudspeaker at every 
public point has long been officially consid- 
ered a principal agent for the dissemination 
of culture. 

The organ of the Union of Writers, Litera- 
turnaya Gazeta, has made itself the spokes- 
man for the anti-naise crusade. It points 
out that one of Russia’s own scientists, Ivan 
Pavlov, whose experiments with the ‘condi- 
tioned reflex became world-famous, proved 
that even slight irritations of the nerves by 
noise affect the whole person. Hundreds of

The Watch Below ‘Sea Level 


Surfacing after a record 60 days under 
water, the atomic submarine Seawolf has 
given an impressive demonstration of what 
nuclear power means to the creepers of the 
middle waters. The crew of 116 has success- 
fully undergone a severe test in prolonged 
isolation. Their boat has demonstrated that 
it could range the seven seas on just about 


any kind of mission. 


Traveling within a 200-mile radius in the 
Atlantic off Block Island, the Seawolf logged 
more than 13,700 nautical miles. The pre- 
vious record, 31 days, was set last May by 
the Skate. That was amazing. Now it is for- 
gotten. Sixty days under water! A convention- 
al non-atomic submarine can stay under but 
a scant 50 to 60 hours. 

Just two months ago the first atomic sub- 
marine, Nautilus, surprised the world with its 
19-day cruise from Pearl Harbor to England, 
during which it required only 96 hours to 
travel under the Arctic ice cap and the Pole. 
So the atomic submarine can travel submerged 
around the world at a speed of 20 knots or 
more while the conventional submarine can 
only go about 400 miles submerged at less 


- than eight knots. When the atomic submarines 


are equipped with Polaris ballistic missiles 
for underwater launching, these craft should 
possess a high defensive potential. The watch 
bélow sea level becomes daily more import- 
ant.

St. Louisans will have an opportunity Nov. 
4 to make two important improvements in 
their municipal government. 

First, they can break up the cumbersome 
Department of Public Welfare into three indi- 
vidual departments: Health and Hospitals;

Not Whom but How Much. 


There is the Deep South, 
where Democratic primaries 
alone have long since—settled 
who is to come to the House 
and Senate. And there is a 
handful of hard-core Repub- 
lican areas in the Midwest and 
New England where Democrat- 
ic challengers run against Re- 
publican certainties simply out 
of duty to a two-party tradition. 

But for the vast bulk of the 
country this is a real election. 
And the real — in the 
obvious sense, on all present 
readings, is yy whether the 
Democrats or the Republicans 
are to control the new Con- 
gress. Rather, it is how much 
the present Democratic major- 
ities are to be expanded. 

But men ‘will be elected or 
re-elected as “Democrats” who 
are far closer to most of the 
Republicans than are at least 
one quarter of the Republicans 
themselves. Men will be elected 
or re-elected as Republicans 
who are practically indistin- 
guishable from Democrats. 


But Something Emerges. 


Perhaps no political way in 
any free country is so utterly 
untidy. . 

All the same, it may be that 
this is the very strength of the 
system. Most of the best of all 
political institutions look plan- 
less, though they are not; and 
seem casual—and actually are. 

One party — probably the 
Democrats—will return here in 
January in command of at least 
the procedures and possibly 
even the ultimate actions of the 
Eighty-sixth Congress. 

But the total result of the 


election will have been based 


on China or Western Europe 
or something truly important 
of this sort? The tendency is to 
say he is, and even to believe 
he is. But very often this is 
nowhere near the reason. 


Behind an Election. 


The present senior Republi- 
can foreign policy spokesman, 
Senator Alexander Wiley of

It was fashionable to see 
Wiley’s struggle as an im- 
mensely important test of how 
an isterfiationalist politician 
would fare in a supposedly 
isolationist state.

Thus the simple truth is that 
it will be a great mistake to 
go about reading vast national 
and international import into 
the results of this current con- 
gressional election. 

No doubt it will prove that 
the country in a vague, gen- 
eral way is more “Democratic” 
than Republican. 


Absolutely No Absolutes. 


But for what kind of a Dem- 
ocratic party will the people 
have spoken? The party of the 
advanced liberals? The party 
of the moderates? 

Nobody in the world will 
know that answer, and thus 
nobody can know what really 
happened. 

Is this bad? Not in this cor- 
'respondent’s view. For a truly 
“efficient” party system — in 
which every sheep is plainly 
separated from every goat — 
has often wound up with the 
goats feeling obliged to destroy 
every last wrong-headed sheep, 
or vice versa. 

It is not too bad a thin 
keep every form of the absolute

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Intercommunion Plan Ap- 
proved, Sent to House 
of Deputies. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Oct. 7 
(AP) — Despite scattered mis~! 
giv the Pretestant Episco- 
pal Church moved today to- 
ward a plan for intercom- 
munion with the Merged 
Church of South India. The 
move involves recognizing as 
valid the Indian church's or- 
dination of clergymen. This is 
traditionally a touchy point for 
Episcopalians. 

Their House of Bishops, the 
church’s top ecclesiastical au- 
thorities, approved the plan 
yesterday, and sent it on to 
the House of Deputies, second 
branch of the church's law- 
making congress. 

“It's a step forward and will 
further the cause of Christian 
unity,” said the Rt. Rev. Hen- 
Knox Sherrill, presiding 
bishep of the 3,000,000-member 
church. 

Five other Anglican commun- 
ions, including the Church of 
England, already have taken 
similar steps regarding the In- 
dian church, made up of for- 
mer Anglicans, Methodists, 
Presbyterians and Congrega- 
tionalists. 

The action at the American 
denomination’s triennial gen- 
eral convention, however, 
stirred some opposition—chief- 
ly from tradition-minded “high 
church” elements. Deputies 
still must ratify the plan. 

The Rt. Rev. James P. De 
Wolfe, Bishop of Long Island, 
said that recognizing the India’ 
church’s authority to confer 
holy orders “is a serious step 
... and every safeguard should 
be taken.” 

He proposed, without suwuc- 
cess, an amendment to make 
more explicit that the recog- 
nition extended only to those 
ministers in the historic apos- 
tolic succession. This succes- 
sion—considered an unbroken 
line through which, minister- 
ial rights have been handed 
down since the time of Jesus's 
Apostles—is claimed by Epis-

St. Louisan Russell Vance Builds Them in the Air, Below Ground and Even on Trucks 


Vance checks clock mechanism at Pilgrim Congregational Crh bieka

ON BEHALF of St. Louis 
clockwatchers, Russell Vance is 
keeping up with the time. 

There's hardly an outdoor 
clock in these parts that hasn't 
been in Vance’s hands. He has 
wound them, set them, slowed 
them or speeded them. He has 
repaired and rebuilt them. He 
has converted them from 
weight-driven to electric. He 
has silenced chimes and re- 
stored their voices. 

Hé has built clocks high in 
the air, below the ground and 
even on moving trucks. ‘ 

Right now, he’s bidding for a. 
chance to build his fourth 
garden clock, a huge, ground- 
level timepiece with 16-foot 
hands to be planted with flow- 


‘ers as a feature attraction at 


the Oregon Centennial Exposi- 
tion in Portland. This will be 
32 feet in diameter, believed 
to be the largest such clock in 
the world. 


Two of the next largest are 
in St. Louis and the only others 
in the entire country that 
Vance knows about are in De- 
troit and Washington. 


Vance got started in his gar- 
den work a few years ago when 
Henry C. Ochs, city floricultur- 
ist, suggested a garden clock 
near the Jewel Box in Forest 
Park. .That one, dedicated in 
1951, is 25 feet from the num- 
eral 12 to the numeral 6, with 
a 1l-foot minute hand. He 
followed this with a garden 
clock at Memorial Park Ceme- 
tery, the same size. Then in 
1954 he created a living clock 
for the spacious gardens on the 
estate of Mme. Ganna Walska 
near Santa Barbara, Calif. This 
one has a clock face of 16 feet, 
but the additional planting 
around its circumference makes 
it the largest such display in 
the world. 

Only the California time- 
piece has plants on its hands 
as well as its face. The clock 
and its border planting serve 
as a mechanized cactus bed, a 
giant showpiece of the exotic 
gardens. The face of the Jewel 
Box clock is planted but the 
hands are bare. So are the 
hands of the Memorial Park 


clock, but its original pee 
which suffered from the 1 
drouth and water sho has 
now been replaced - COn- 


crete.

“However,” he explained, 
“vou have to know the type 
of soil you're working with, 
whether it’s heavy or light, 
moist or dry.

Walska, I wanted to make sure 
it wouldn't shift, so I planned 
an extra strong base. 


“Then the men who worked 
on it out'there told me every- 
thing had gone fine except the 
digging. They said they went 
through almost solid rock.” 

The electric mechanism it- 
self must be encased in a dry, 


or short-circuit the electric 

eurrent. Sunk into the ground 

about four feet, the heart of 

the clock supports the long, 

Broad hands which must be 

SS with preci- 
on. 

“That's another reason why 
you have to know something 
of the soil’s texture and weight. 
If plants are put in the hands, 
the extra pressure of that soil 
must be counter-balanced with 
lead at the center.” 

To make sure his calcula- 
tions on the balance were 
right, Vance first set up the 


‘ eléck in his own front yard at 


5941 Julian avenue and for a 
week he and his wife watched 
it run, covered the hands with 
soil, watered the soil to add 
weight. Then they dismantled 
it, stored the clock works in 
the back of the car and the 
aluminum hands on top and 
headed west, unwilling to trust 
its safe journey to anyone but 
themselves. 

Many of Vance’s jobs send 
him to the windy roof of a tall 
building or into a dim bell 
tower. His clocks call 
faithful to worship, help travel- 
ers catch the right train and 
help get workers to the office 
on time. They also help sell 
diamonds, bread and beer. 


He built the 18-foot clock 
on the Express Highway for 
Freund's Bakery. He changed 
Jaceard’s four-face clock at 
Ninth and Locust streets from 
weight-driven to electric. He 
built special equipment into 
the Anheuser-Busch and 
Union Station clocks to off- 
set the possibility of current 
interruption in a storm.

SOME DOORS stick because 
the wood in the door has ab- 
sorbed moisture and expanded 
but if you have a door that’s 
acting up at this time of year 
the chances are that the cause 
is not moisture.

All you need to fix things 
if the hinge screws are loose 
is a screwdriver.

If they won't 
stay tight you may have to 
replace them with longer 
screws. If this can't be done, 
fill the worn holes in the wood 
with plastic wood or drill them 


out and glue in a wood plug.

IN THE American Medical Association's. magazine, 
5: Today’s Health, a most interesting study has been report- 
: ed. This was conducted by Drs. Larence E. Hinkle and 
Harold G. Wolff of the Cornell University Medical College 
and was recently described to the American College of 
Physicians, é 


According to Drs. Hinkle and Wolff, one third 
of all human illnesses, from the common cold to 
* cancer, are definitely related to reactions to trou- 
'. bles or crisis in our lives. For many people, ill- 
nesses seem to come in clusters just when they're 
having the most social, economic or domestic trou- 
bles. 


A study of 3000 persons showed one fourth of them 
seemed to have half of all the sicknesses. On the other 
hand, another quarter of the population apparently suffers 
less than 10 per cent of all the diseases load. 

This was so interesting to me because I long have be- 
lieved that happiness can create health and that distress 
can cause sickness in a way which is almost magical. We 
never will know how damaging our tensions and frustra- 
tions are to our body or how medicinal are our satisfac- 
tions, and joys. 

We really cannot afford to be unhappy if we wish to 
have fine health and to live to a vital old age. The impact 
of the emotions and thoughts are now scientifically and 
definitely correlated with health and disease. 


It certainly is a fact that no one can live free 
from problems, and sometimes even despair, but 
we do ourselves a great favor if we live in as re- 
laxed a manner as possible, if we do not worry 
about things we cannot change, if we hold the 
optimistic attitude whenever possible, & we dilute 
trouble with a humorous, youthful spirit and learn 
to adjust to unchangeable situations. 


Along this same line and in this same magazine Dr. 
Charles H. Brown of Cleveland is quoted in the following 
words, “Yesterday's luxuries have become today’s necessi- 
ties, and people who double up on their jobs to get these

Treasury Agents Broke Up $2,000,000 Counterfeiting Ring Before Money Was Distributed Deck

For in the past 20 years it 
has- become apparent that il- 


licit money-makers have arc- - 


quired a fondness for the well- 
respected American dollar and 
are prepared to invest their 
talents in reproducing it. 


An example was the $2,000,- 
000 counterfeit ring smashed 
by Secret Service agents, the 
American Express and French 
police in Marseille, France, 
shortly after the end of World 
War Ii. 


Adolf Hitler had reminded 
the Secret Service during 
World War IT that its responsi- 
bility for protecting the in- 
tegrity of the nation’s cur- 
rency did not stop at the 
water’s edge. Our agents had 
worked with British authori- 
ties during the war 6n one of 
Der Fuehrer’s more grandiose 
schemes to undermine and 
conquer the free community. 


As American troops pene- 
trated German soil, several 
enemy trucks were captured 
and found to contain crates of 
beautifully counterfeited Eng- 
lish money. Since some of this 
phony stuff had been smug- 
gied into England, the British 
government promptly changed 
the design of its currency. 


The Secret Service spent 
months in an intensive investi- 
gation to determine whether 
Hitler also had printed some 
American currency but with no 
definite results. Captured of- 
ficials and military brass ad- 
mitted Hitler had thought of 
the idea but claimed that the 
project was abandoned because 
the American currency design 
was too tough to duplicate. 


Nevertheless, some United 
States officials feared they 
had overlooked something 
when in the months follow- 
ing V-E Day phony Ameri- 
can banknotes began show- 
ing up in New York City. At 
first the notes were passed 
in waterfront saloons; then 
they began showing up in the 
pocketbooks of displaced per- 
sons arriving in America to 
make a new start. 


One day, a $50 note appeared 
in London, and Scotland Yard 
appropriated it. It was iden- 
tical with phony currency that 
had been showing up in Paris 
and other large cities on the 
Continent, 


The Yard contacted Secret 
Service headquarters in Wash- 
ington, and the SS decided on 
direct action. To Paris went a 
French-speaking agent named 
Col, William A. Karp to see if 
he could find and do business 
with the boys pushing the 
curly. 


Tipped by the French Surete 
on likely neighborhoods, Col. 
Karp spent several weeks lurk- 
ing in cheap bistros, playing 
the quiet role of a man up to 
no good but being discreet 
about it. He managed to con- 
vey the impression that he was 
in the market for counterfeit 
dollars. But, of course, one had 
to be careful.

Givelet was tailed for a 
couple of weeks and then, on 
Sept. 18, 1947, he was hauled 
in for questioning.

“T will tell everything,” he told 
his questioners, “but you will 
find it fantastic. Nevertheless, 
it is the truth, and I may die 
for telling you.” 


Givelet said that about six 
weeks earlier his shop had been 
invaded by a gang of counter- 
feiters from Marseille. By 
threatening to kill him if he 
protested, they forced him to 
let them use his shop to print 
bogus five-, 10-, 20-, and 100- 
dollar bills. 

“The plates were beautiful,” 
reported Givelet with Gallic 
enthusiasm. “They were the 
work of an artist.” 


Leader of the gang, he said, 
was one Joseph Stinca, a for- 
mer chauffeur who had lived in 
Marseille. Checking on Stinca 
in the files of the Surete, it 
was learned that he was a 
professional house-breaker who 
had been sentenced to 20 years 
in the pen for armed robbery 
and then pardoned for his serv- 
ices to the Resistance move- 
ment. 

But*the police had found 
Givelet too late. He reported 
that a few weeks before he had 
persuaded the counterfeiters to 
move out of his plant by 
threatening to expose them to 
the authorities. The counter- 
feiters blew the place, all right, 
but, according to Givelet, they 
took his best mechanic, one 
Jean Yves, with them. 


Meanwhile, however, Give- 
let was shown a shiny new 
$50 bill which had been 
passed in New York and 
identified it as typical of the 
bills the gang had turned out 
in in his shop. The gang now 
had been placed in France, 
or perhaps Paris, but the 
question remained: Where? 


Agents Sorrels and Whitak- 
er, the American Express’ Mr. 
Jones and a couple of French 
policemen now traveled to 
Marseille for a look around. 


They had just started cul- 
tivating acquaintances with 
several underworld types when 
the law got a’ big break. 
Charles Givelet’s kidnaped me- 
chanic, Jean Yves, showed up 
in Paris. He said he had 


escaped from the gang, 

He not only was willing to 
talk, but he seemed to know 
what he was talking about. 
With a fine eye for detail, he 
described the locations of the 
gang's two main printing 
plants near a small village 
about 20 miles outside Mar- 
seille. The two plants, he re- 
ported, were about three miles 
apart. One was a hunting lodge 
and the other was a large 
private house. 


Sorrels, Whitaker and Jones 
were contacted, and the raid 
was set for the morning. of 
Sept. 27. 


About 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the raiders started out. 
They added up to 30 French 
policemen and secret agents, 
plus Sorrels, Whitaker, Jones 
and a couple of police dogs. 
Driving to a spot two miles 
beyond the village, the raiders 
parked their cars and entered 
the woods about a mile and a 
half from the hunting lodge. 


The only person found in 
the lodge was an aged Corsican 
caretaker named Jean Paul de 
Peretti, who greeted them 
with his hands in the air. It 
could have been sticky, though, 
for in one room of the lodge 
the agents found’ two auto- 
matic pistols, a Thompson 
submachine gun, two United 
States Army rifles and several 
rifles of German design. 


In another room behind a 
locked door there was more 
important evidence: a litho- 
graphic stone covered with 
black ink, part of a lithograph- 
ic press and some other print- 
ing machinery. 


Leaving a dozen agents at 
the lodge against the arrival 
of some more potential de- 
fendants, the raiders moved on 
to the second printing hide- 
away. 


This time-they had to walk 
a good three miles through 
tangled underbrush before 
they came to a solidly built 
stone house in a clearing. A 
.car was pulled up alongside 
the house, but nobody was in 
sight. After several agents 
were detailed to surround 
the house, the rest of the 
raiding party went te the 
front door. 


Curiously, the door was un- 
locked, so the raiders walked 
in, guns drawn. But there was 
nobody in the house. Near 
the rear door, however, there 
was another door which led 
through a chicken house to a 
small building built as a kind 
of annex to the main house. In 
walked the agents, to find a 
man at his work.

This year, 
while there is no traffic com- 
parable to what you find in 
Paris, London or New York, 
there was a large number of 
small cars on the road and a 
considerable number of larger 
cars — all of them of Russian 
make. 


We looked as we ap- 
proached the University of 
Moscow for the sea of 
cranes which had greeted our 
eyes last year, when we had 


were up and apartment 

that would, when fin- 
ished, house 2,000,000 people 
were on their way. 


As always, the Soviet Union 
is a country of contrasts, and 
one finds a collective farm be- 
ginning where the new apart- 
ment houses end. Cows lie 
peacefully under the shadow 
of new apartment houses, feel- 
ing secure in their surround- 
ings which by another year 
may be completely changed! 

Last year it never occurred 
to me—though there was a 
table at the Hotel National 
which was kept and filled at 
all times by young Chinese— 
that the progress made in the 
Soviet Union might be paral- 
leled by the progress in Com- 
munist China or that it might 
be even greater in China. 

This year I noticed that Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev’s notes 
were gone over by the Chinese 
ambassador who traveled to 
Yalta to consult with him. This 
may or may not be important, 
but it might mean a consider- 
able rise in power of the Com- 
munist Chinese. If so, this fact 
may be important for our. ne- 
gotiators to consider. Six hun- 
dred million Chinese so close 
to the Soviet border may give 
pause to Mr. Khrushchev. At
